Britain’s Part in the World Market 
for Manufactures 


FTER A PERIOD of encouraging growth from 1953 onwards, the expansion of United Kingd 


exports slackened markedly in 1957. The latest figures show that this trend has continued an 
that United Kingdom exports have now turned down, although only slightly. ‘This slackenin 
took place at a time when the expansion in world trade was also slowing down. World trade continu: 


to expand at a high rate in the first nine months of 1957, but this growth slowed down rather 
suddenly in the last quarter, when trade was only slightly higher in value and volume than a yeai 
earlier. The increase in exports from primary producing countries had been slowing down throug! 
the year, but the main change in the fourth quarter was the check to the increase in exports of 
manufactures, previously the most buoyant sector in world trade. 

The rate of increase in world exports of manufactured goods over the corresponding period of 
1956 dropped from 13 per cent. in the first nine months of 1957 to 5 per cent. in the last quarter 
in the first quarter of 1958 they showed a 3 per cent. fall in value from a year earlier and a rat! 
larger drop in volume. Some falling off in the exports of manufacturing countries was to be 
as their primary producing markets were forced to curtail imports by falling earninys and inadequat 
reserves; but although the rate of increase has fallen off sharply, primary producers’ imports in t! 
first quarter of 1958 were still a little higher than a year earlier. 


In fact, the downturn in exports of manufactures has been eo far very largely the result of a declis 
in trade between manufacturing countries. Imports of manufactures by Continental O.F.E.( 
countries fell a little in the first quarter of 1958, but the main component of the decline was a big fal! 
in United States exports to Canada. There was, however, an increase in United States imports of 
manufactures, in spite of the recession; this has been largely due to increased imports of cat 

The recent trends in United Kingdom exports show the same features as the exports of manu- 
factures as a whole, but developing earlier. United Kingdom exports stopped growing in the fourth 
quarter of 1957, at a time when exports by most other main manufacturing countries were still 
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rising, though doing so more slowly than before. The areas where 
United Kingdom exports might have been expected to suffer earliest 
were the primary producers (the rest of the sterling area and Latin 
America) and North America, where the recession was deepening, 
but in the fourth quarter of 1957 United Kingdom exports to the 
rest of the sterling area were 4 per cent. higher than a year earlier, 
exports to Latin America continued to increase and exports to North 
America were reaching record levels. There was, however, a steep

fall (10 per cent.) as compared with the year before in United Kingdom 
exports to Continental O.E.E.C. countries. This decline continued 
at much the same rate in the early months of 1958. It seems to have 
been the result mainly of a big fall in exports of non-manufactures 
(food, basic materials and fuels) and of metals. This probably reflects 
an exceptionally high value of United Kingdom trade in these items 
a year previously (when the Suez crisis led both to price rises and to 
a good deal of stockbuilding in Europe). United Kingdom exports 
of ships to Europe have also been running at lower levels than a 
year ago. 


Commodity Trends 


Table I shows exports of manufactures by commodity groups 
for the main exporting countries in 1957, compared with 1956. 
During 1957 world trade in all commodity groups expanded; even in 
textiles and ‘other manufactures,’ the least buoyant sectors, there 
were increases of 8 per cent. and 6 per cent. over the previous year. 
Trade in chemicals and in metals and manufactures both expanded 
by over 10 per cent., and in machinery and transport equipment, 
which - as in the previous year~were the most rapidly growing 
sectors, by nearly 14 per cent. 

For the United Kingdom the biggest difference from the world 
pattern was in the performance, first, of exports of ‘other manu- 
factures’ where United Kingdom exports fell significantly, while the 
world total rose by over 6 per cent., and, secondly, of exports of trans- 
port equipment and machinery. The most rapidly expanding groups 
for the United Kingdom were chemicals, metals and metal manu- 
factures and non-electric machinery. Exports of textiles from the 
United Kingdom expanded very little. 


Chemicals 


World trade in chemicals continued its steady expansion at a rate 
of over 10 per cent. per annum. This was the most rapidly expanding 
sector for United Kingdom exports; they rose by over 9 per cent., 
after an increase of less than 5 per cent. the previous year. The main 
increase was in United Kingdom exports of plastic materials, organic 
chemicals and fertilizers. 

Exports from Germany and the United States, the largest sellers 
of chemicals, rose by more than the average, and big increases were 
also recorded by France, recovering from a set-back the previous 
year, and by Japan, whose rather smaller trade has been increasing 
very rapidly over the past few years. The rate of increase of United 
Kingdom, German and United States exports of chemicals appeared 
to be slackening towards the end of 1957. 


Textiles 

After changing very little over the preceding three years, world 
trade in textiles increased by 74 per cent. in 1957. The biggest increases 
in exports were achieved by the largest exporters, Japan and India 
(Indian exports are not shown in Table I). German exports also 
increased by a little more than the average, and Italian exports showed 
a substantial increase of 12 per cent., a large part of this was in wool 
Rayner 

For the United Kingdom the rise in textile exports of 2:2 per cent. 
was largely due to an increase in exports of wool textiles, the sector 


_ in which world exports rose most rapidly. World exports rose by some 
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12 per cent. in value, mainly because of high raw wool prices early 
in 1957. Although world exports of cotton textiles increased by 
almost 10 per cent., United Kingdom exports continued to decline; 
most of the increase has gone to India and Japan in the cheaper lines 
with which the United Kingdom cannot compete. United Kingdom 
linen exports also fell, perhaps in part because of the effects of the 
United States recession. Exports of synthetic textiles were generally 
lower, although within the total the new fabrics, such as terylene, 
did quite well. 
Metals and Metal Manufactures 

World trade in this group increased by nearly 11 per cent. in 1957. 
The United States and Germany both increased their exports by 
over a fifth; United Kingdom exports increased by 8 per cent. Exports 
from all countries seem to have been falling away in the later months 
of the year, largely as a result of declines in exports of iron and steel. 


Iron and steel account for almost half United Kingdom exports 
in this group. Exports have increased steadily in value over the last 
five years, with a particularly large increase in 1957 as a result of 
easing of home demand and additional capacity coming into produc- 
tion. But this increase was concentrated in the earlier part of the year. 
Since October, exports have been falling steadily and in the first 
quarter of 1958 were 14 per cent. below their volume a year earlier 
and back to the 1956 level. Recent falls have been to Commonwealth 
countries, particularly India and Australia, and to some European 
countries, where exports expanded most rapidly last year. The increase 
of 14 per cent. in the volume of United Kingdom exports last year was 
considerably less than the increases of over one-third in both German 
and United States exports. On the other hand, the downturn in 
exports in late 1957 and early 1958 does not seem to have been as 
marked for the United Kingdom as for these other countries. Exports 
from the main exporters, France and Belgium-Luxembourg, fell in 
1958. 

The value of United Kingdom exports of non-ferrous metals 
fell sharply in the second half of the year. Her major competitors 
had the same experience. The fall in the value of United Kingdom 
exports was almost entirely the result of price changes. Only in the 
case of aluminium, and to a much lesser extent tin, was there any 
significant reduction in volume. Exports of aluminium from Canada 
and the United States were lower both in volume and value than a 
year earlier. On the other hand, supplies from the major European 
producers were higher than a year earlier. 

United Kingdom exports of metal manufactures in 1957 were 9 per 
cent. above the 1956 level, a rate of increase only slightly less than 
that of Germany, but well below the increases of over 20 per cent. 
in French and United States exports. 


Machinery and Electrical Equipment 

In the field of machinery and electrical equipment, exports by the 
manufacturing countries increased by over 14 per cent. United King- 
dom performance was a little disappointing. While exports of non- 
electric machinery, which is for her the most important group, grew 
by over 11 per cent., those of electric machinery and appliances 
rose by less than 5 per cent., although this is a field in which the 
United Kingdom has expanded rapidly in previous years. German

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exports of non-electric machinery rose by over one-fifth; her higher 
rate of increase was partly due to the fact that O.E.E.C. markets were 
more buoyant than the United Kingdom’s traditional sterling markets 
United States exports rose by 124 per cent., only slightly faster than 
the United Kingdom and her share of the market fell. 


The main cause of the decline in the United Kingdom share of 
trade in electrical machinery and appliances was intensified German 
and Japanese competition. Many of the exports classified here are 
large capital plant, orders for which may fluctuate from year to year, 
and where the period between receipt of order and export may be 
some years. However, the rate of increase in United Kingdom exports 
was considerably less than in earlier years. United Kingdom exports 
of domestic appliances were particularly affected in 1957 by deflation- 
ary policies and import restrictions in some of our best markets. 


Transport Equipment 

United Kingdom exports of cars did very well; this was particularly 
noticeable in the second half of the year when exports were 44 per 
cent. above their level in the same period of 1956. Two-thirds of this 
increase was the result of increases in exports to the United States. 

United Kingdom exports of commercial vehicles suffered a set-back 
and hardly increased from their 1956 levels, although they showed 
great improvement in the later months of the year. The area pattern 
of United Kingdom trade was somewhat to blame. Total imports 
have been falling in the markets which the United Kingdom domin- 
ates, e.g. Australia, New Zealand, East and West Africa. Germany’s 
traditional markets were buoyant and she also made gains in some 
South American markets; her exports rose by over a fifth. United 
States exports remained almost stable and fell away in the second 
half of the year. Of the smaller exporters, France and Japan did 
well, but Italy’s exports fell rather sharply. The increase in French 
exports was largely to French overseas possessions from which United 
Kingdom and German vehicles are barred. 

Exports of ships fluctuate markedly from year to year. The figures 
for 1957 show a fall in United Kingdom exports by about 15 per 
cent. from the very high 1956 level, but they are still significantly 
above the levels of the previous three years. Over the past few years 
total output by the United Kingdom industry has remained fairly 
constant. When there has been an increase in completions for United 
Kingdom owners, as in 1957, there has been a corresponding decrease 
in completions for export. On the other hand, Germany and Japan 
have increased output for both home and foreign owners during the 
period 1953-57. Their exports of ships continued to increase rapidly, 
the German by 17 per cent. and the Japanese by over a third. In 
consequence, they have both overtaken the United Kingdom as 
exporters. The expansion of the Japanese industry has been par- 
ticularly rapid. 

Although United Kingdom exports of aircraft and parts fell slightly 
in 1957, this was more than offset by a rise in exports of engines, 
giving a rise of over 10 per cent. for the industry as a whole. In spite 
of the five-fold increase shown for France, her exports were still 
very small.

The most striking feature of Table II is the high and consistent 
rates of increase which Germany continued to achieve in 1957 in 
exports to almost all markets. Her greatest expansion was to the rest 
of the sterling area, with increases of about a half to South Africa 
a quarter to New Zealand, and nearly two-fifths to India. Her exports 
to Latin America were up by a fifth, and to the other O.E.E.C. 
countries, her largest market, by 14 per cent. They increased by over 
a fifth to the United States and to ‘other countries,’ a more important 
market for Germany than for the United Kingdom. The only area 
where German exports rose by less than 10 per cent. was the Soviet 
bloc, an insignificant market. 

United States exports expanded strongly in almost all markets, 
with only two set-backs — in Canada and the Middle East. The first 
was the result of recession and the falling off of United States direct 
investment and the second probably was an aftermath of Suez. In 
other markets she registered increases of the order of 10 per cent 
and upwards. Japan did well in all her main markets: ‘other countries’ 
(particularly the Middle East), the rest of the Sterling Area and North 
America. She registered particularly large increases in what is for her 
the relatively untapped markets of Continental O.E.E.C. Her only 
weak spot was the comparatively small market of Latin America. 

The conclusion that emerges from a study of the area pattern of 
exports by the main manufacturing countries is that, until the last 
months of 1957 there were few signs of slackening in world trade. 
The primary producing countries, mainly the rest of the sterlin 
area and Latin America, whose falling earnings and inadequat: 
reserves were expected to lead them to curtail imports, in fact pro- 
vided better markets than in the previous years. The expansion of 
imports by Latin America and the rest of the sterling area has con- 
tinued into the present year but at a much lower rate. Imports by 
Continental O.E.E.C. countries showed an increase of 10 per cent. in 
value for the year as a whole. But by the end of the year these countries 
were becoming a weaker market for all the main exporters, not merely 
the United Kingdom. 

The imports of primary producers seem bound to fall off, and the 
trend of imports of manufacturing countries will depend on their level 
of activity. 


Export Pattern Affects Shares of World Trade 


It is also useful to examine the extent to which the United King- 
dom’s falling share of world trade in recent years was due to an 
unfavourable area and commodity pattern of trade. 

There was a fall of 3 per cent. points in the United Kingdom's 
share in world trade between 1951 and 1956, of which about one- 
third can be attributed to the combined commodity and area pattern, 
and it was the area rather than the commodity pattern which was

unfavourable. By area, the biggest factor was undoubtedly the United 
Kingdom’s concentration on the rest of the sterling area where total 
imports of manufactures rose by only 13 per cent. compared with an 
average of 39 per cent. for all areas. By commodity, our relative con- 
centration on the only declining group — textiles —is largely offset 
by a relatively high proportion of rapidly expanding engineering 
products (especially transport equipment). 

If a country is to remain competitive, the structure of its trade 
must, of course, alter to meet the changes in world demand for 
manufactures. The change in commodity pattern of United Kingdom 
trade between 1951 and 1956 has been quite striking, with the propor- 
tion of textiles falling from 21 per cent. to 11 per cent. of total United 
Kingdom exports of manufactures. (The proportion represented by 
textiles in exports from all countries fell from 16 to 10 per cent. of 
total world trade in manufactures.) United Kingdom exports of metals, 
metal manufactures, machinery and transport equipment rose from 
53 per cent. to 64 per cent. (The proportion exports of manufactures 
from all countries rose rather less — from 52 per cent. to 60 per cent.) 
The slightly unfavourable commodity pattern of 1951 has now virtually 
disappeared and the United Kingdom’s commodity pattern is no 
longer any handicap. Our commodity pattern has changed far more 
easily in response to the changing pull of world demand than our 
area pattern where the links with the sterling area have proved very 
strong. 

Since the expansion of exports to the rest of the sterling area in 
1957 was only slightly less than that of exports to all areas, it seems 
likely that the area pattern explains very little of the fall in the United 
Kingdom share of trade in that year.

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Mexican Trade Mission Stresses 
Value of Personal Contacts 


THE OPPORTUNITIES that exist today in Mexico's rapidly expanding 
markets, and the importance of personal contacts between British 
and Mexican businessmen, were stressed by the Mexican Minister 
of Economy, Senor Gilberto Loyo, at a press conference in London 
at the close of his seven-day visit. “The future of our commercial 
relations will depend mainly on the interest that both Mexicans and 
British have in getting to know one another,’ he said. Anyone who 
wished to learn more about the Mexican market would find that 
every assistance would be given to them. 

The Minister said that he had come to the United Kingdom with 
a group of 14 prominent members of Mexican industry and commerce, 
in response to an invitation by the President of the Board of Trade. 
‘Our purpose in making this trip,’ said Senor Loyo, ‘is to show the 
goodwill of the Government and private initiative of Mexico and to 
foster its economic and technical relations with the United Kingdom. 

‘Since our arrival in this country we have received the heartiest 
welcome. The round table conference at the London Chamber of 
Commerce gave us a very good chance of appreciating the concern 
that business people in England are beginning to show towards better 
trade relations between the two nations. And we on our side have 
seen the opportunities there are for really serious financial and 
technical co-operation between the two countries.’ 


Free Monetary Exchange 


Senor Loyo drew particular attention to his country’s policy of 
free monetary exchange and to the fact that all facilities granted to 
new and essential industries with Mexican capital are also extended 
to those of foreign origin. “The United Kingdom is today second on 
the list of European countries importing from and exporting to 
Mexico. In spite of this, trade between our two nations is less than 
3 per cent. of our total purchases of goods and services and 17 per 
cent. of our trade with Europe. These percentages give a pretty good 
idea of the possibilities for two countries with complementary econo- 
mies.’ 

The Mexican economy, he said, was expanding in many different 
fields. Plans for radio telecommunications and for oil production, 
for instance, were two of many fields which might afford possibilities 
for the import of supply equipment. 

The delegation had been most impressed by their visit to Calder 
Hall, which they considered to be of special interest for countries, 
like the United Kingdom and Mexico, that lacked hydraulic resources 
and faced difficulties in establishing sources for generating electrical 
energy in some regions. ‘We have not overlooked the fact,’ said Senor 
Loyo, ‘that this station operates with uranium not enriched, thereby 
avoiding heavy investments and likewise making it more attractive 
for countries in need of a more economical solution. This achievement 
is indeed a proud one for British industry.’ He looked forward to 
the not too distant time when Mexico would be able to exploit her 
uranium and would have her own atomic plants. 


Visits to Industrial Centres 


Although time had been short, the members of the Mission had 
visited many important concerns in Britain and had been able to 
form an impression of industrial progress in Britain. Among these 
Senor Loyo mentioned the following: Platt Bros. Ltd., Manchester; 
Standard Telephones & Cables Ltd.; Blakedale Ltd.; Key Glass 
Ltd., of Harlow New Town; Thomas Storey (Engineering) Ltd.; 
the British Broadcasting Corporation; John Summers Ltd., of 
Shotton; Richard Costain & Co. Ltd.; and Associated Rediffusion. 
Senor Loyo had also found much to interest him at the British 
Pavilion at the Brussels Exhibition, which he had visited before 
coming to England. 


‘This visit to the United Kingdom has certainly contributed to 
increase the number of personal contacts of Government officials and 
businessmen of both countries,’ he said. ‘British businessmen, when 
they go to Mexico, will see for themselves the opportunities that our 
country offers for co-operation by private initiative of both countries. 
For our part, the fact that as Minister of Economy I have headed this 
Mission is proof of the close ties that exist between Mexico and 
Britain.’ 
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Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. 
Position in July 


‘THE TREASURY announce that the gold and dollar reserves rose by 
$8 million during the month and stood at $3,084 million on July 31. 

$524 million were paid to the European Payments Union in respect 
of June and $2} million were paid to the creditors of the Union in 
bilateral settlements. 


On the provisional figures for the month the United Kingdom had 
a deficit of £18} million with the European Payments Union. This 
will fall to be settled in August as to 75 per cent. in gold or dollars 
and as to 25 per cent. by increase in the debt to the Union. 


Increase in Northern Ireland Trade in 1957 


THE TOTAL TRADE of Northern Ireland in 1957, exclusive of trade 
by parcel post, was valued at £616,000,000 according to a report 
issued to-day by the Northern Ireland Ministry of Commerce. This 
is an increase of {41,000,000 on the 1956 figure. 

As compared with 1956, there was an increase of £18,000,000 in 
the value of imports and £24,000,000 in the value of exports, and a 
reduction of £6,000,000 in the excess of imports over exports. 

The greatest increase as compared with 1956 was recorded in the 
exports of manufactured goods (including ships, aircraft, tobacco, 
ropes, twine, etc.) with an increase of £15,000,000 to £207,000,000. 
The value of livestock exported was £27,800,000 —-an increase of 
£8,700,000.

Leather Footwear Production in 
June 


THE PROVISIONAL estimate of leather footwear production in 
June, based on returns from a sample of manufacturers, suggests 
that output continued to be depressed. The decline in production 
relative to 1957 which took place in the first quarter of this year was 
intensified during the second quarter and output during these three 
months was at its lowest level for some years. 

The index numbers below have been corrected for the length of 
working month but not for holidays or other seasonal factors. Those 
for the months of April to June are still provisional until the detailed 
information from the quarterly inquiry is available in about one 
month’s time. Any revisions to these index numbers will be published 
in the Board of Trade Journal at that time.

Domestic Furniture Production 
in June 


DELIVERIES OF DOMESTIC furniture by manufacturers in June 
are estimated, on the basis of returns from a sample of firms, at 
£8-7 million, thus bringing the total value for the second quarter 
to £26'1 million, slightly higher, if anything, than in the same period 
of 1957. These are provisional figures and final figures for the quarter, 
with the usual analysis by types of furniture will be published shortly. 
The index of deliveries in June at 1954 prices, in continuation of 
the series introduced in the Board of Trade Journal of May 23, page 
1215, is provisionally estimated at 90 (1954 = 100). With the Whitsun 
holiday in May this year but in June last year, a direct comparison 
with June last year has little significance, but taking May and June 
together, this year’s figure shows a decrease of 24 per cent. in the 
volume of deliveries compared with last year’s. The value of deliveries 
at actual prices was only slightly lower. 

The provisional index of the volume of deliveries in the second 
quarter at 87 (1954 = 100) was 2 per cent. less than a year earlier. 

Orders on hand at the end of June, at about £4-3 million, were 
slightly less than at the end of May and nearly one-fifth lower than 
at the end of June last year.

Small Increase During the First Quarter of 1958 


THE FINAL ESTIMATE of the change in the total value of manu- 
facturers’ stocks and work in progress during the first quarter of 1958 
is an increase of about half of 1 per cent. which follows a decrease of 
about the same magnitude during the final quarter of 1957. The limited 
run of figures from the quarterly inquiry indicates, however, that 
the level of stocks is seasonally high at the end of the first quarter of 
the year — there were increases of 3 or 4 per cent. during the first 
quarters of 1956 and 1957~-and it is likely that the trend in the level 
of the value of stocks was downward during the first quarter. 

The smallness of the increase was largely due to a fall in the value 
of materials and fuel of about 3} per cent. as the increases in the 
value of stocks of work in progress and finished goods (about 2} and 
5 per cent. respectively) were only slightly less than those during the 
first quarter of 1957, when the value of materials and fuel rose by 
about 34 per cent. 

The estimates given above are obtained from information received 
from companies contributing to the Board of Trade’s quarterly 
inquiry into the value of stocks and work in progress held by manu- 
facturing industry. A description of the estimates obtained from this 
inquiry and given in Tables 1 and 2 is given below. 


The New Series 


A number of changes are introduced in this article both in the 
presentation and calculation of the results which it is hoped will 
facilitate the use of the quarterly estimates of changes in manu- 
facturers’ stocks. The presentational change is that the series is now 
shown in the form of the changes in the monetary values of stocks 
and work in progress during each quarter (Table 1), and also as the 
percentage changes in the value between the beginning and the end 
of each quarter (Table 2), in place of the tables in earlier articles 
which gave index numbers of the level of stocks at the end of each 
quarter, the level at the erd of 1955 being taken at 100. 


In the calculation of the results two important alterations have been 


made compared with the old series. The most significant is that the 
changes in the value of stocks and work in progress between the 
beginning and end of 1956 shown by the results of the census of pro- 
duction for that year have been broken down to show changes between 
the beginning and end of each quarter by imposing upon them the 
pattern of the quarterly changes during 1956 obtained from the quar- 
terly inquiry. The quarterly changes during 1955 which, because of 
the smaller number of companies contributing to the quarterly inquiry 
that year, are shown only for the total value of manufacturers’ stocks 
and work in progress, have also been adjusted to be consistent with 
the annual change shown by the census of production for that year. 
The changes in the value of stocks during 1957 and the first quarter 
of 1958 have been obtained by projecting the levels and the value of 
stocks at the end of 1956 derived from the census, by the changes 
obtained from the quarterly inquiry. 

Earlier articles have mentioned that companies representing about 
one-sixth of the total value of stocks returned by companies contribut- 
ing to the quarterly inquiry are unable to show separately the value 
of stocks of materials and fuel, work in progress and finished goods, 
and that consequently the estimates of the change in the total value 
of stocks was based on somewhat more complete information than 
those for the three components of total stocks. When the changes in 
stocks were expressed in value terms this resulted in some incon- 
sistencies — in most cases relatively small — between the changes in 
the total value of stocks and the sum of the changes in the three 
components. The second alteration in the method of calculation intro- 
duced by the new series is that the value of the changes in the compon- 
ents have been adjusted to sum to the changes in the value of total 
stocks by spreading any differences that occur according to the relative 
levels of the three components. 

As a result of these alterations in the method of calculating the 
quarterly series the estimates of the changes in the value of stocks

and work in progress now shown are on the same basis as that used 
in the construction of the national accounts. They are identical, for 
example, with those that will appear in the Blue Book on ‘National 
Income and Expenditure, 1958,’ to be published shortly. 

The adjustment of the changes obtained from the quarterly inquiry 
to make them consistent with the changes shown by censuses of 
production where these are available has been done because the latter 
represent the most reliable estimates of the annual changes in the 
value of manufacturers’ stocks. As has been explained in earlier 
articles in this series, the censuses cover in some years all companies 
operating in manufacturing industry and in others a more representa- 
tive selection than is at present included in the quarterly inquiry. 
The selection of companies included in the quarterly inquiry, although 
accounting for nearly half of manufacturing industries stocks, was not 
chosen by probability sampling, but is made up mainly of the larger 
stockholders in the various industries in the manufacturing field; 
for this reason some bias may be introduced into the results of the 
quarterly inquiry. 

One result of making these adjustments is, of course, that the new 
quarterly series is not, as was the old series, entirely on a comparable 
basis throughout the period shown, as the changes during 1957 and 
the first quarter of 1958 represented directly the experience of contri 
buting companies, while those during 1955 and 1956 reflect only the 
pattern of contributing companies experienced during those years 
within the annual change shown by the census. It is now felt, however, 
that the advantages of presenting a quarterly series which both takes 
into account the best estimates available of stock changes and is also 
consistent with other published estimates, outweigh the advantages 
of presenting a series which is on a comparable basis throughout. 

The extent of the lack of comparability in the series is, of course, 
measured by the extent to which the annual changes bases on the 
censuses of production differ from the annual changes obtained directly 
from the quarterly inquiry. For the total value of stocks and work in 
progress in manufacturing industry, the two sources were in quite 
close agreement during 1955 and 1956, the census showing an increase 
of 10-8 per cent. during 1955 compared with 13-3 per cent. shown by 
the normal inquiry, and an increase of 8:7 per cent. during 1956 
compared with an increase of 9-9 per cent. Comparison between the 
two sources of the changes in the three components of total stocks 


during 1956 is similarly close, but there were slightly larger differences 
for the broad industry groups shown in the tables. 


The present series will be continued during 1958, but when the 
results of the census of production for 1957 are available (at the end 
of this year) the quarterly changes during 1957 will be adjusted in 
the manner described above to be consistent with the annual change 
shown by the census. Similar adjustments will be made to the annual 
figures for later years as the results of the censuses become available. 


Stocks of Materials outside Manufacturing 
Industry 


DURING THE FIRST quarter of 1958, there was a reduction of 11 per 
cent. in the aggregate value of recorded stocks of industrial materials 
held outside manufacturing industry (i.e. by importers and merchants, 
and Government strategic and trading stocks). There were reductions 
in price of many commodities. At constant (fourth quarter 1956) 
prices it is estimated that these stocks fell by 7 per cent. during the 
quarter. At the end of March the value of these stocks was 8 per cent. 
less than a year earlier but at constant prices 4 per cent. more. 

There was a seasonal reduction in importers’ stocks of softwood in 
the first quarter, and there was a further decrease in stocks of wool. 
Stocks of tin, which include stocks owned by the International Tin 
Council held at London Metal Exchange warehouses, again increased.

THE PROVISIONAL index of production for May 1958 prepared by 
the Central Statistical Office is 136 seasonally corrected. This is the 
same as the revised figure for April, but 2 points lower than the first 
quarter of this year. The seasonally corrected index for June is 
estimated at 134/5. 

Manufacturing output in May at 139 seasonally corrected, is 
slightly higher than the revised April level, but lower than the first 
quarter. 


Details of the construction of the Index are given in the Index 
of Industrial Production, Studies in Official Statistics, No. 2, which 
can be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches, price 2s. 6d. net. The method used in adjusting 
for seasonal movements was described in the Board of Trade Journal 
of July 14, 1956. In the following table several of the figures have 
been revised as later information has become available.

New Residential Club for Bahamas. The construction contract 
for a new residential club near Nassau in the Bahamas has been 
awarded to Sir Robert McAlpine & Sons (Bahamas) Limited, a sub- 
sidiary of the London company. Scheduled for completion by August 
1959, the club, which will cost £335,700, is part of a 4,000-acre 
development project being backed by a Canadian industrialist. It 
will be located at Lyford Cay on the western shore of New Providence 
Island about 15 miles from Nassau. 


Diesel Alternator Equipment for Thailand. The General 
Services Administration in Washington has placed an order with the 
English Electric Export & Trading Company Limited for 10 diesel 
alternator sets, to be installed in the Lumphini Park Power Station 
of the Bangkok Electricity Supply Company, Thailand. The value of 
the contract is approximately $900,000 and follows delivery recently 
of the first 10 similar sets ordered from the company by Merritt- 
Chapman & Scott, of New York, main civil contractors to the 
United States Bureau of Reclamation for the Glen Canyon Dam 
Construction Project on the Colorado River. The two orders represent 
a contribution of some $2} million in export trade. 


Pump Servicing Equipment for China. Leslie Hartridge 
Limited, manufacturers of diesel fuel pump servicing equipment, 
shortly after receiving a £3,000 order for six test-benches for 
Communist China have recently received a further order from China 
for four more of these benches. Shipment of the first order will be 
effected on August 10. It is understood that the equipment supplied 
will be used for servicing David Brown tractors rather than for 
commercial vehicle engines and this quick succession of orders 
encourages the company to think that more business will follow, 
possibly in connection with commercial vehicle engine testing. 

Carbo Blocks for use on S.S. New York City. Walter Gregory & 
Company Limited, of Wellington, Somerset, state that on the first 
day of the recent Royal Show, at 12.30 p.m. an American who was 
shipping seven Welsh ponies and two foals to Pennsylvania called at 
the firm’s stand requesting an urgent supply of carbo blocks for use 
on board the S.S. New York City, which was leaving at 2 p.m. from 
King Edward Dock, Avonmouth. Carbo blocks, which weigh 28 Ib. 
each, are 99 per cent. glucose, the remainder being binding agents, 
trace elements — cobalt, iron, iodine and vitamins A and D2. Arrange- 
ments were made to convey the blocks by hand, by hand-truck, by 
lorry and ultimately by car, to Avonmouth where they were loaded 
on board the ship at 1.29 p.m. Walter Gregory & Company apply this

‘60 minute service’ for overseas customers as well as at home. The 
service means that when a telephone call or telegram is received 
asking for urgent supplies, carbo blocks or any other goods from their 
extensive range of veterinary products, are immediately sent by post 
or passenger train and despatched from the works within 60 minutes 
of receiving customers’ instructions. The firm claim to be the only 
one in the United Kingdom offering such a service. 

Foundry Equipment for Russia. Russia’s interest in the most 
up-to-date foundry equipment is shown by an order recently com- 
pleted by the Coleman-Wallwork Company Limited, Bedfordshire 
(members of the J. Stone Group) for a pair of the firm’s latest 
‘automatic moulders.’ The order is the outcome of negotiations 
spread over two years, during which time successive Russian trade 
delegations have inspected moulding machines of the same type in 
operation at British foundries. The equipment represents the first 
successful application of automatic control of mould production at the 
foundry. It is fully automatic and is designed to produce in one hour 
up to 300 moulds of uniform consistency. This high rate of output is 
combined with a vast saving in manpower and in scrap. The machines 
were inspected and passed by the Russian inspector in July for 
shipment within the next few weeks. 

Stereophonic Radiograms for the United States. Masteradio 
Limited, a member of the Francis Sumner Group, has won a sub- 
stantial dollar order against fierce German competition, for a newly 
designed stereophonic radiogram. The first consignment of several 
hundred radiograms has been shipped and further large consignments 
will be shipped during the next few weeks. The firm is of opinion 
that the contract will be extended to more than one million dollars. 

Diesel Powered Chevrolets for Belgium. Seventy-five 
Chevrolets fitted with Perkins four-cylinder diesel engines have been 
specially ordered from General Motors by the Brussels taxi company, 
Bruxelloise d’Auto-Transports. Ten of these have recently been 
delivered. The Brussels taxi company operates a passenger fleet of 
over 400 units and covers 80,000 kilometres daily. Since the war it 
has purchased 650 Chevrolets and more than 350 have been fitted with 
Perkins diesel engines. 

Portable Grandstands for the United States Air Force. 
Lillywhites, of Piccadilly, the sports equipment retailers, announced 
recently a $35,000 order for their portable grandstand for sporting 
events. The company is supplying the United States Third Air Force 
with its Seat-60 portable spectator stand. 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Wednesday July 30 


Substantial Relaxation of Embargo List 


The Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs was asked if he would 
now make a statement on the outcome of the discussions of the 
Consultative Group on the strategic controls on trade. 

Mr. Ian Harvey, Under Secretary of State, said that as the House 
was probably aware, the Consultative Group met in Paris on 
July 18 and 19 to consider the recommendations made by its 
Co-ordinating Committee on the review of the strategic controls 
which had been in progress since February. The conclusions of the 
Consultative Group had since been reported to member Governments. 

He was glad to be able to tell the House that agreement had been 
reached on a substantial relaxation of the Embargo List. The list was 
not yet available in final form, as certain technical details concerning a 
number of items were still being worked out in the Co-ordinating 
Committee. It was however already clear that Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment’s objective of confining the list to items of real strategic sig- 
nificance had been substantially achieved. 

The work on technical details which was still going on would be 
completed very shortly, and the new Embargo List would be 
published on August 15 and would be effective from that date. 


; It is hoped to publish the new Embargo List in next week’s 
issue of the Board of Trade Journal. 


European F.T.A. Progress 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, the Paymaster-General, made the follow- 
ing statement about the present state of the negotiations for a European 
Free Trade Area: 

‘In the absence of proposals which were awaited from the six 
countries of the European Economic Community, the negotiations 
had been virtually suspended since the end of March, when the 
last meeting of the Inter-Governmental Committee took place. 

“The Committee was able to resume its discussions at a meeting 
held in Paris on July 24 and 25. It then became clear that all the 
member countries were now determined to proceed with the 
negotiations, and to co-operate in the establishment of a Free 
Trade Area. Detailed directives were issued for the further 
study of the problems which arise from the differing external 
tariffs of the member countries, and for the examination of the 
special conditions which should apply to the less developed 
countries. 

‘In addition, the members of the European Economic Com- 
munity put forward proposals on agriculture which will be the 
subject of further study. The Committee agreed to hold a more 
prolonged session in the second half of October, when some of 
the results of the expert work now proceeding will be available, 
and when it is hoped that substantial progress will be made. 

‘Although the main problems have by no means been overcome 
yet, a new step has been made towards a satisfactory outcome of 
the negotiations.’ 

In reply to questions, he said we had made it clear from the start 
that agriculture could not be included in a Free Trade Area. What 
was now happening was that we were negotiating, as the House was 
aware, a Free Trade Area agreement and, simultaneously but quite 
separately, and on different principles, an agreement for improving 
European trade in agricultural products. 

Asked about the prospects of the Free Trade Area coming into 
operation concurrently with the Common Market, if the negotiations 
were successful, he said: ‘I think that it is now clear that we cannot 
get a documented treaty signed and ratified by the end of the year. 
Nevertheless, it is still possible - and I am still hopeful of achieving 
it — that we shall get substantial agreement by the end of the year.’ 

The possibility of a provisional agreement had been suggested at 
Paris last week by the European Economic Commission, but it was 
the general feeling of those present that it was a little early, until we 
had made more progress on the substantial negotiations, to take a 
yiew on a provisional agreement. 


With regard to Commonwealth Preference, he had made the position 
of the Government clear on more than one occasion. We saw nothing 
any more inconsistent between Commonwealth Preference and a 
Free Trade Area than we saw between Commonwealth Preference 
and the E.P.U. and the existing European economic arrangements. 


Liberalization of Foreign Investment in United Kingdom 

The Chancellor was asked what he estimated to have been the 
effect of the exercise of Treasury consent under the Exchange Control 
Act, 1947, on the establishment in the United Kingdom of under- 
takings owned by non-residents. 

He replied that the exercise of Treasury consent under the Exchange 
Control Act had in the past tended to deter some kinds of foreign 
investment in this country. Permission under this Act would in future 
be given for the establishment of any new enterprise here by non- 
residents. He would like to take this opportunity of emphasizing the 
welcome we extended to the non-resident investor. 


The effect of the foregoing answer is twofold. Concerns outside the 
Sterling Area seeking exchange control approval to set up new enterprises 
in the United Kingdom will not now have to prove the merits of their 
proposals. The same thing applies to United Kingdom concerns seeking 
to enter into agreements with persons outside the Sterling Area, involving 
the payment of royalties for the use of patents, technical information and 
the like. In future all such proposals will be examined by the Bank of 
England merely to ensure that they comply with the technicalities of the 
Exchange Control, and application to Government Departments — except 
where import licences, industrial development certificates or the consent 
of the Capital Issues Committee are required — will not be needed. 


Science Centre and the Patent Office 


In reply to a question in the House of Lords, Viscount Hailsham 
said that the Ministry of Works were negotiating with the London 
County Council for the lease of the site on the South Bank, which 
was designated under the Science Centre scheme for the Patent 
Office, and it was intended to start building within the next five years. 

As originally proposed, this building would be designed to accom- 
modate, in addition to the Patent Office, a new National Reference 
Library of Science and Invention, build up from the existing Patent 
Office Library; the Government believed that this would make an 
important contribution to the spread of scientific and technical know- 
ledge in the years ahead. 


It was originally intended that accommodation for the scientific 
learned societies at present housed in Burlington House and elsewhere, 
together with certain other scientific bodies, should be provided on a 
site adjoining that which had now been leased, the whole forming a 
Science Centre. 

A further review of this scheme had now been carried out and this 
had shown that the needs of the Royal Society and of the other scientific 
learned societies at present in Burlington House could, for some time 
to come, be met more satisfactorily in that neighbourhood. 

Discussions were proceeding between the Ministry of Works and the 
learned societies. The Government had therefore decided that they 
would not be justified in proceeding with the Science Centre scheme 
in its original form. 


Import Duty on Lettuce 


It was stated that the President of the Board of Trade, Sir David 
Eccles, announced on February 12 that he had received an application 
for an increase in the import duty on lettuce and endive during the 
period March 1 to May 31. Numerous representations had been 
made in response to that announcement and these were being 


considered. 
Thursday July 31 


Tourism in Wales 


The President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, was asked 
whether, in the review of the tourist trade, which was to be carried 
out by his department with the help of other departments, particular 
attention would be paid to the problems of Wales; and if he would 
make a statement.

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Questions in Parliament (Continued) 


The President said that the review would cover all the problems 
raised by the overseas tourist trade in all parts of the United Kingdom, 
so that the interests of the Welsh tourist trade would be taken fully 
into account. 


Price of British Goods 


Asked whether he was satisfied that the continued improvement in 
quality and price of British products was sufficient to maintain this 
country’s volume of trade in competitive export markets, the President 
said he was convinced British products could sell on their merits and 
that prices were broadly competitive. 


Conditions in the Cotton Industry 


The President was asked what steps he intended to take under the 
powers conferred upon him by the Distribution of Industry Act, 
to help those parts of Lancashire now seriously affected by conditions 
in the cotton industry. 

The President said that he had given in the House the day before, 
a list of the places where the Government was ready to give financial 
assistance under the powers conferred by the Act. None of the cotton 
towns was on that list because, he was glad to say, none was suffering 
from high and persistent unemployment. 


Prices of Raw Materials 

The President was asked if he would state the percentage reduction, 
during the past three years, of import prices of raw materials; to 
what extent benefits from the reductions accrued to the export trades; 
and what was the comparable percentage of reductions of export 
prices. 


The President replied that the index of import prices of basic 
materials rose by 9 per cent. between June 1955 and April 1957, and 
fell by 15 per cent. between April 1957 and June 1958. He could not 
estimate the varying benefits to the export trades, but the proportion 
of the value of all manufactures attributable to imported materials 
was about one-quarter, and there was a considerable time lag before 
changes in prices could be reflected in those of the finished product. 
Export prices had increased by 8 per cent. over the same period, 
although they stopped rising about a year ago. 


Use of the Port of Barry 

The President was asked if he was aware of the need for export 
industries to provide shipments to replace diminishing coal exports 
from the Port of Barry and if he would take steps to promote the 
establishment in Barry of such industries. 


The President replied that he wished the Port facilities available 
in Barry were used to the full. They were borne in mind in any 
discussions which his Department had with possible users. 


Vacant Factories in Wales 


A Member asked the President how many Government-owned 
and privately-owned factories in Wales were at present vacant or 
likely to be vacant; and what steps were being taken to bring new 
industries to them. 

The President replied that there were 13 Government-owned 
factories in Wales which were, or were likely to become, vacant. Two 
of these were being re-let and it was hoped that a third would be sold 
shortly. Every effort was being made to bring the others, and also 
such privately-owned factories as were known to the Board of Trade, 
to the attention of suitable firms. 


Goods on Embargoed List 

The President was asked whether he was aware that British 
subsidiaries of United States companies were being prevented from 
selling to Russia and China goods not on the embargoed list because 
of United States restrictions on the parent companies; and whether

he would discuss this problem with the American Government, with 
a view to removing these restrictions on British firms. 

The President said: ‘No, Sir, but if I had information of a specific 
case, I would look into the matter further.’ 


Census of Production 


The President was asked what was the cost of preparing the Report 
on the Census of Production for 1954, Volume 3, Industry 1, Motor 
Vehicles and Cycles, which had just been presented to Parliament; 
in view of its belated publication, if he was satisfied that it was of 
value to the industry and to the Government; and how many copies 
had so far, been sold. 

The President said that the cost of printing this Report was about 
£60. Up to date, 194 copies had been sold. The Board of Trade had 
a statutory duty to publish this information. He regretted the delay 
in publication. 


Monopolies Commission 


A Member asked the President whether the Monopolies Commission 
had yet reported to him on whether, and to what extent, the parties 
concerned had complied with the recommendation made by the 
Monopolies and Restrictive Practices Commission in their Report on 
the supply of imported timber. 

The President said: ‘Yes. I received this report on July 25. It will 
be formally laid before Parliament today in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 9 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices 
(Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948. The report will be published in due 
course. 


Friday August I 


Bacon from Irish Republic 

A Member asked if the President was aware that the imports into 
this country of subsidized bacon from Eire for the first six months of 
1958 amounted to 283,377 cwt., as against 220,785 cwt. for the last 
half of 1957 and only 73,600 cwt. for the first half of 1957; and if he 
would either take steps to negotiate with the Eire Government for 
the control of such exports or consider taking action under the Customs 
Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957. 

The Minister of State, Mr. John Vaughan-Morgan, said that he 
was aware of those figures but he did not think that they indicated any 
material change in the position since March, and he would refer to 
the replies given by the Minister of State, Board of Trade, and the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries 
and Food on March 24, 1958. 


Members’ Visits to Overseas Posts 


In the House of Lords, Lord Mancroft was asked what steps the 
Government were taking to encourage members of both Houses 
travelling abroad to visit our commercial representatives in the 
Commonwealth and in foreign countries. 

Lord Mancroft replied: ‘Members of both Houses of Parliament 
will always be welcome visitors at the offices of our commercial 
representatives abroad. Those with business interests may like to 
know that a series of pamphlets entitled Hints to Business Men are 
available for some seventy countries, and these, together with a list 
of the names and addresses of our commercial representatives overseas, 
are available in the Library. The Export Services Branch of the Board 
of Trade is more than willing to give Members in advance such advice. 
on specific commercial problems as they may need.’ 


Trade with European Countries 


Asked what was the extent of the deterioration of trade with 
European countries; and what were the main categories of imports 
still subject to licensing restrictions, Mr. Vaughan-Morgan replied 
that exports to the non-sterling members of the O.E.E.C. were

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13 per cent. lower in the first half of 1958 than in the first half of 
1957, compared with a fall of 5 per cent. for United Kingdom exports 
to all countries over the same period.

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Portugal’s Second Development Plan Offers 
Great Opportunities to British Exporters 


From the Commercial Department of the British Embassy at Lisbon 


THE PORTUGUESE GOVERNMENT have recently published theif 
proposals for their Second Six Year Development Plan, for the 
period 1959-1964. It provides for the expenditure under Government 
auspices of the equivalent of £375 million during the next six years 
in Metropolitan Portugal and the Portuguese Overseas Provinces. 
During the same period the Government expect that gross investment 
in Portugal outside the plan by private concerns will total £594 
million. They are looking forward to a great surge of effort to raise 
the national product by more than a quarter in six years and to double 
it in 17. This means a great increase in imports of capital goods and 
an important opportunity for the British manufacturer to expand 
his sales in a traditional market. 

Portugal’s imports have been increasing steadily while British 
exports to Portugal have been expanding more slowly. The new plan 
offers a new opportunity to enlarge our hold on this market and regain 
the position of Portugal’s most important supplier which we lost to 
Germany a few years ago. 


The plan that has been published is not a law. It merely sets out 
the lines on which the Government propose to act and it has now 
been presented to the Parliament for an expression of their views 
and for enabling legislation to be passed. It is not likely that it will 
be much amended before it comes into force on January 1, 1959, 
although the Government have also reserved the right to amend it 
at any time during the six years in which it will be in force, if economic 
conditions make it advisable. In practice, much of the preparatory 
work on the various projects is beginning already, and it is not too 
soon for British exporters to start making contacts now. 


Plan for Metropolitan Portugal 


The plan covers the whole of the economic life of the country. 
By no means all of the projects lie in fields directly under Government 
control, nor are all to be financed or administered by the Government. 
Their inclusion in the plan, however, means that the Government 
will help the companies concerned to gain access to the capital market 
and may in some cases take up a proportion of the shares or debentures 
or guarantee their foreign commitments. 

Agriculture. About £45 million is to be spent on improving 
agriculture. The programme includes schemes for irrigation, afforest- 
ation, agrarian reorganization, plant and animal health services, loans 
for agricultural improvements, the building of storage facilities for 
cereals and other crops, and for rural roads. United Kingdom manu- 
facturers whose export business should improve in consequence are 
those making earth-moving and roadmaking equipment (though the 
tendency in Portugal is to give employment by usirig manual labour 
even in cases where machinery might be more efficient), veterinary 
and plant health pharmaceuticals, tractors and agricultural machinery 
and implements. 

Fisheries, Merchant Shipping and Shipyard. £6,875,000 is to 
be spent on the fishing industry; most of the new boats required will 
be built in Portugal, but there should be good opportunities for 
manufacturers of marine engines and other specialized equipment. 
Plant will be required for two whaling stations in the Azores and for 
cold stores for tunny fish. The cost of expanding the Portuguese 
merchant fleet is calculated at £27°5 million, of which some is to be 
spent this year, and three passenger liners and more than six cargo 
boats, two tankers and three ships for coastal traffic are envisaged, 
most of which will have to be ordered from abroad. Nearly £1 million 
is also set aside for dredging equipment and tugs. There is no reason 
why some of this business should not come to British shipyards, where

Navegacao is now under construction. The Portuguese, however, 
are anxious to build more of their own ships, and the plan includes 
a new shipyard and dry dock to be built in Lisbon at an estimated 
cost of £10 million. Foreign capital and technical skill are now being 
actively sought for this project and any interested parties should 
consult the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade, the 
appropriate Regional Office, or the British Embassy, Lisbon, at once. 


Metallurgical and Chemical Industries. While the looked-for 
general expansion of industry contains too many diverse projects 
to be systematized into a plan, certain basic industries are specifically 
dealt with. A survey of the mineral resources of the country is to be 
carried out. An installation for the production of uranium metal 
from Portuguese ores is to be set up, at an estimated cost of £3,750,000 
(a contract for a pilot installation has already been awarded). The 
second phase of the steelworks project is to be carried out at a cost 
of £35 million; the main contract for the first phase was awarded to 
a German-Belgian group headed by DEMAG. The sum of £2,250,000 
is set aside for the enlargement of the existing oil refinery capacity 
from 1-2 million to 1-5 million tons of crude a year. £8,375,000 is 
allotted to plant for the production of nitrogenous fertilizers, of which 
a third is for the continuation of the current programme. The figure

of £4,625,000 is proposed for plant to increase the production of 
paper and wood-pulp, the latter to rise from an annual figure of 
25,000 tons to 115,000 tons. These are all very valuable contracts 
which deserve the serious attention of British plant manufacturers. 


Electricity Generation and Distribution. It is hoped to raise 
electricity production from 2,176 million kWH. in 1956 to 4,000 
million in 1964, mainly by hydro-electric means. £37-5 million are 
allotted to new generating stations and £18,875,000 to the distribution

network. Although more and more of the equipment required is 
being manufactured in Portugal, there will still be big orders to be 
placed abroad. 


Railways. The main line from Entroncamento, north of Lisbon, 
to Oporto is to be electrified at a cost of £10 million and a further 
£6,250,000 is allotted to the acquisition of diesel material, rolling 
stock, renewal of signals and telecommunications, re-equipment of 
workshops and conservation of the permanent way and _ bridge- 
building. A second route for the Lisbon Underground Railway is 
also to be constructed, at a cost of £2,500,000. 


Ports and Airports. Works at all the ports of Continental Portugal, 
Madeira and the Azores are planned, and will cost about £12 million 
altogether, of which £4-75 million are for Lisbon and £1-75 million 
for Douro and Leixoes. Part of this money is to be spent on equip- 
ment, much of which will have to be imported. Another £2-5 million 
is for airports of which half is for the Lisbon airport and over £500,000 
for the construction of an entirely new land airport on the island of 
Madeira. Considerable sums are to be spent on air safety equipment 
and other electronic material. 


Tagus Bridge. A bridge is to be built over the River Tagus at 
Lisbon. It will have to be two kilometres long with a centre span of 
one kilometre. When completed, it will be one of the great achieve- 
ments of contemporary engineering and it will certainly bring great 
prestige to whichever country builds it. The cost is estimated at 
£18-75 million, most of which will have to be provided as credit by 
the foreign firm which is awarded the contract. 


Telephones. Enlargements and improvements to the national 
telephone network will cost £8.75 million. 


Research and Technical Education. Nearly £3 million are to 
be applied to agricultural, mining, industrial and civil engineering 
research, while the plan for expanding technical education, at a 
capital cost of £5 million, includes 30 new specialized schools. 


Plan for the Overseas Territories 


The plan for the Portuguese Overseas Territories (Mozambique, 
Angola, Cape Verde Islands, Portuguese Guinea, S. Tome & Principe, 
Goa, Macau and Portuguese Timor) is conceived on rather different 
lines. 

In the smaller provinces its aim is simply to provide for a modest 
programme of essential improvements in communications and 
public utilities and services and in agriculture. The sums in question 
range from £1:9 million for S. Tome and Principe to £2-75 million 
for Timor. Even programmes of this size, however, offer prospects 
of worthwhile business to keen British firms. The possible acquisition 
of aircraft, for instance, is mentioned in the plans for Portuguese 
Guinea, S. Tome and Timor. All the plans include provision for roads, 
quays and airstrips, and earth-moving equipment may therefore be 
required. Hospital equipment is frequently mentioned, and radio 
equipment is required in Portuguese Guinea and Timor. Extensive 
port works are proposed for nearly all the provinces including a dry 
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dock (estimated cost £500,000) in Macau. Agricultural development 
is a principal element in all the plans and varied kinds of agricultural 
machinery may be needed from abroad. 

The plans for Angola, at £58 million, and Mozambique, at £41 
million, are more ambitious in their size, though they follow similar 
lines. Over £3 million in Angola and £250,000 in Mozambique are 
to be spent on mapping surveys, mainly by aerial photography. Big 
sums are to be spent on agrarian, animal husbandry and forestry 
development on irrigation and on the settlement of white colonists, 
totalling £18-3 million in Angola and £13-6 million in Mozambique; 
large quantities of tractors and agricultural machinery generally will 
be required from abroad. A hydro-electric dam is to be built on the 
River Cuanza in Angola and hydro-electric works on the River 
Revue in Mozambique are to be continued; electricity generation and 
distribution plant will be needed. A private company is to produce 
aluminium in Angola and will require plant. Nearly £10 million is 
to be spent on roadmaking in each of the two provinces, and about the 
same amount on railways in Angola. Port works and equipment will 
cost over £5 million in Angola and nearly £3-5 million in Mozambique. 
Aerodrome improvements and equipment are needed at a cost of 
£750,000 in Angola and £1,250,000 in Mozambique. £1 million in 
Angola and £625,000 in Mozambique are allotted for the purchase 
of aircraft. A civil engineering laboratory is to be built in Angola and 
three new hospitals in Mozambique. All these fields offer promising 
opportunities to the British manufacturer. 


Need for a Good Agent 


How are such goods to be sold? The first essential is to have a good 
agent. It is practically impossible to sell without an agent in such 
highly competitive markets as Metropolitan Portugal, Angola and 
Mozambique or in such unknown ones as the Overseas Territories. 
The agent must not only have the necessary technical and engineering 
qualifications but must also have the entree to directors and senior 
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officials at whose level decisions on contracts of the size envisaged 
in the plan must be taken. If an agent cannot be found with both 
these qualifications then special arrangements should be made to 
remedy the deficiency. All agents need to be encouraged and kept up 
to the mark by regular visits from their principals in the United 
Kingdom. 

There have been many complaints recently that British prices are 
too high. This is sometimes unavoidable but occasionally British 
contractors put in a very high initial quotation and then substantially 
reduce it at the last moment in the face of lower competitive prices. 
This is a practice which is calculated to bring British industry as a 
whole into disrepute as well as to lose contracts and create ill-will 
against the firm using it. The Portuguese expect fair prices from the 
beginning. Another important point affecting the award of contracts 
is the promise of adequate technical assistance in putting the plant 
provided in running order, training technicians and handing it over 
as a going concern. Portugal is not a highly industrialized country 
and such assistance is often essential even though it may not always 
be asked for in the tender documents. 

Portugal is a member of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation and the European Payments Union. Over 90 per cent. 
of her imports are liberalized and are subject to no quantitative 
restrictions. But individual import licences are required for every 
consignment and no goods should be shipped unless the exporter is 
sure that a licence has been obtained. Such licences carry with them 
the authorization for the transfer of the necessary foreign exchange 
and no difficuities in the transfer of funds should therefore arise. The 
currency 1s backed by very large gold reserves and the economy is 
stable. The standard of commercial honesty is high and bad debts 
are rare. In any case projects included in the development plan are 
carried out under the benevolent eye of the Government. There is, 
therefore, little question of any purchaser defaulting in his payments. 


Portugal is a buyers’ market. Stable and free from import restric-

tions, it is not surprising that every country wishes to sell there. 
The Portuguese therefore can afford to pick and choose among 
suppliers and to lay down their own terms. It is no good offering 
them a product which is not exactly what they have asked for; nowadays 
they can find what they want elsewhere. It is no good setting out 
quotations with prices f.o.b. or weights and measures not in the 
metric system. There is no reason why they should bother to accom- 
modate themselves to a lazy exporter when energetic ones are clamour- 
ing at their doors. They can also demand credit and normally do. The 
resources of the country are not vast and their other suppliers are 
prepared to provide credit on attractive terms. If British exporters 
will not do so they are unlikely to get the trade. Here of course the 
Export Credits Guarantee Department is ready to assist exporters. 

The Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade and the Com- 
mercial Department of the British Embassy in Lisbon will be happy 
to do everything they can to assist British exporters to sell their goods 
in this market, either by recommending agents where this is necessary, 
by supplying information, arranging introductions or in any other 
way they can. 


Trade Fair in 1959 


The United Kingdom buys more from Portugal than any other 
foreign country; the Portuguese Government regard this as an argu- 
ment for increasing their imports from the United Kingdom rather 
than from some other countries, such as Western Germany, which 
buys much less. But they are not prepared to buy goods which are 
more expensive or sold on worse credit terms or which do not meet 
their requirements exactly. The Federation of British Industries is 
holding a Trade Fair in Lisbon, May 29-June 14, 1959, which will 
be a wonderful opportunity to promote sales and put British goods 
on the map; every firm which hopes to do substantial trade with 
Portugal will certainly wish to exhibit. But the effect of the fair will 
only be lasting if competent agents fully supported by their principals 
are working actively before and after the fair to sell their products 
and to ensure that a large proportion of the imports required for this 
great development plan come from Britain.

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Quotas for Goods Sold at Autumn 
Fairs in Western Germany 


LICENCES COVERING sales at the Frankfurt International Trade 
Fair (September 7 to 11), the Cologne International Trade Fair 
(Household Goods and Hardware Section, September 5 to 9; Textile 
and Clothing Section, September 14 to 16) and the International 
Groceries Exhibition (IKOFA) in Munich (September 25 to October 
5) will be allocated to firms on a global basis for the three fairs in 
accordance with the amount of space booked, as has been done at 
previous fairs. The method of allocation was set out on page 172 of 
the Board of Trade Journal on January 22, 1955. 

It has been agreed with the German authorities that currency will 
be made available for goods sold by United Kingdom exhibitors at 
the above fairs to the following amounts:

In addition to this a general fairs quota will be available to United 
Kingdom exhibitors to the amount of DM. 1 million, which may be 
used for any goods which have not been liberalized (including the 
goods listed above for which specific fairs quotas have been fixed), 
except for the following: fresh carp; herring, salted or in brine, whether 
filleted or not; milk, cream and butter; potatoes; cereal groats, meal, 
grain and germ; starches and starch derivatives; lard for food purposes; 
margarine, synthetic lard and other prepared edible fats; sugar, 
syrup and synthetic honey; wine; meat, edible, offal and preparations 
thereof; edible fruits, fresh. Within the limits of this general fairs 
quota, the following goods may only be imported up to a total value 
of DM. 50,000:

(2) Macaroni, spaghetti and similar products; 


andthe following goods up to a total value of DM. 110,000: 

(1) Vegetables and pot-herbs, whether or not cooked, frozen; 

(2) Fruits, cooked or not, frozen, without added sugar; 

(3) Canned vegetables and fruit, prepared or preserved by vinegar or 
acetic acid, with or without sugar, whether or not containing salt, 
spices or mustard; 

(4) Canned vegetables prepared or preserved otherwise than by vinegar 
or acetic acid; 

(5) Fruit preserved by freezing, containing added sugar; 

(6) Fruit, fruit-peel and parts of plants, preserved by sugar; 

(7) Jams, fruit jellies, marmalades, fruit puree and fruit pastes, being 
cooked preparations, whether or not containing added sugar; 
Canned fruit, otherwise prepared or preserved, whether or not con- 
taining added sugar or spirit; 

(9) Fruit juices and vegetable juices, not containing spirit, whether or 
not containing added sugar. 

United Kingdom exhibitors who wish to obtain licences under these 
arrangements should send notification to the British Embassy, 
Commercial Department, 77 Friedrich Ebert Allee, Bonn, Germany, 
to arrive not later than first post on August 26, giving evidence of the 
amount of space booked. 

Exhibitors will be advised of their individual allocations before the 
fairs begin. There are, of course, no restrictions on the import of 
goods which have been liberalized.

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Special Import Licences for 
Australian Trade Fairs 


THE AUSTRALIAN DEPARTMENT of Trade are prepared to make 
certain import licensing concessions to any country participating in 
approved Australian trade fairs or exhibitions up to the limit of 5 per 
cent. of that country’s imports into Australia in 1956-57. To enable 
large and small importers to participate there will be upper and lower 
limits. The allocation for Great Britain for the period up to June 30, 
1960, is £A500,000 c.i.f. and e. (£400,000 sterling). This amount 
may be spent in one lump or spread over the period. 


The Australian Department of Trade is not willing to negotiate 
with individual exhibitors about these special import licences but 
only with representatives of overseas Governments to whom aggregate 
licence allocations have been made. Applications for licences in 
respect of United Kingdom exhibits will be submitted by the United 
Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner at Canberra. 


The Department of Trade is preparing a list of the more important 
Australian trade fairs, which will be ‘approved’ fairs for the purpose 
of this scheme. 


Special import licences will be issued by the Department of Trade 
only to importers in Australia, and licences in respect of quota goods 
will be issued only to existing holders of quotas for that class of pro- 
duct. Licences will not be issued to United Kingdom exporters who 
should ask their Australian associated companies or agents who 
intend to exhibit in Australian trade fairs to apply for a special import 
licence. 


Applications should preferably be addressed to the Australian 
Association of British Manufacturers, 84 William Street, Melbourne, 
C.1; the Association has offered to collate applications for licences 
from their Australian members and also from non-members who are 
agents for United Kingdom products. Any firm who may not wish 
to apply to the Association should submit their licence application 
to the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner for the area in which 
the fair concerned is being held.

GOVERNMENT OF PAKISTAN Press Note E. No. 3378 announced 
the signing of a Trade Agreement on June 16 between the Govern- 
ments of Pakistan and Portugal. 

The agreement aims at strengthening and developing the economic 
relations existing between the two countries by facilitating the 
promotion and expansion of trade on a most-favoured-nation basis. 
The agreement provides for the export of a number of goods of 
Pakistani origin such as jute and jute manufactures, cotton, electric 
fans, razor blades, medicinal herbs, sports goods and products of 
certain small scale industries in return for fertilizers, glassware, 
timber, medicines, refractory products, manufactured cork and 
sugar from Portugal. Special arrangements have been made for the 
exchange of certain commodities with Goa. 

The agreement is subject to ratification by the two governments, 
but has been made provisionally effective from the date of signing. 
It is valid in the first instance for a period of one year and will be 
automatically renewed each year thereafter unless notice of termination 
is given by either party three months before the due expiry date. 


Chile and Yugoslavia 


By AN EXCHANGE of notes between the Chilean Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and the Yugoslavian Minister to Chile, Articles 
VI, VII and X of the Trade and Payments Agreement between 
Chile and Yugoslavia were amended on May 19, 1958.

AUSTRALIA 


New Import Licensing Period, 
August-November 1958 


THE AUSTRALIAN Minister for Trade has announced that there 
will be no reduction to the annual import licensing ceiling of £A.800 
million during the next four months. Changes have, however, been 
made to the licensing treatment accorded to certain goods. 


These changes include the removal of discrimination against 
imports from the Dollar Area of some capital equipment, by its being 
placed on ‘W’ (world) licensing. The goods to be so licensed are: 
capital equipment (other than electrical), including parts, in Bank 
B.10; electrical machine apparatus and appliances, including parts, 
in Bank B.11; and television transmission and studio equipment, and 
parts therefor, in Bank B.15. The Schedule of Categories, published 
in the Board of Trade Journal on July 4, 1958, should be amended 
by the addition of ‘(W)’ after ‘Adm.’ in the licensing treatment 
column for these three Banks. 


It is understood that quotas have been increased for white flannel- 
ette, laundry clothing for use in laundry machines, artists’ brushes, 
etc., desiccated coconut and olive oil. Details of the specific category 
items and percentage increases will be announced as soon as they are 
received. 

Additional special licences are to be granted for cameras in category 
item ex 382, Balance, equal to 10 per cent. of the quotas, whilst 
traditional importers of crockery, chinaware, etc., in category item 
241 (B), are to receive increases of 10 per cent. to their quotas, and 
there are to be some adjustments for traditional importers of tiles in 
category item 240 (A). 


Amongst licensing category changes is the transfer of musical 
instruments to Bank C.15, with the consequential change in licensing 
treatment from ‘B’ to ‘A.’ The licensing treatment for window 
holland in category item ex 105 (A) (1) has been changed from ‘A’ 
to ‘Adm.’, and sanitaryware in category item ex 241 (C) from ‘B’ 
to ‘A.’ 


More goods have been added to those which are exempt from import 
licensing. It is understood that these are, as before, amongst those 
which were already being licensed to meet requirements in full, and 
the alterations are purely for administrative simplification. The 
following list shows the items in question with the old and new 
licensing treatment:

Duty on Some Tubings and Meat 
Casings 


THE UNITED STATES Bureau of Customs have given notice of a 
prospective alteration in the classification for duty purposes, under 
the United States Tariff Act of 1930, of certain Tubings and Meat 
Casings made of Hide Fleshings or Hide Splits. The notice, published 
in the Federal Register of July 19, reads as follows: 

It appears probable that a correct interpretation of the tariff laws requires 
that tubings and meat casings of various types made of hide fleshings 
(also known as hide splits) be subject to a duty, by virtue of the similitude 
clause in paragraph 1559, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, equal to the duty 
applicable to tubings and casings made of regenerated cellulose compounds 
(other than cellulose acetate) under paragraph 31 (b)(1) or (2), Tariff Act 
of 1930, as modified, which is 20 cents per pound or 254 per cent. ad valorem, 
respectively. Such tubings and casings are now classified under a uniform 
and established practice as nonenumerated manufactured articles under 
paragraph 1558, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, with duty at the rate of 
10 per cent. ad valorem. 

Pursuant to section 16, 10a (d) of the Customs Regulations, notice is 
hereby given that the existing uniform practice of classifying such merchan- 
dise under paragraph 1558 is under review in the Bureau of Customs. 

Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views, or arguments 
pertaining to the correct tariff classification of the tubings and casings 
which are submitted in writing to the Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, 
D.C. To assure consideration, such communications must be received in the 
Bureau not later than 30 days from the date of publication of this notice. 
No hearings will be held.

Article 1 of Decree No. 7880 of October 3, 1956, now reads as 
follows:

(This covers all kinds of jewellery and articles made of precious metals or common 
metals encrusted with precious metals, brilliants, diamonds, rubies, emeralds, sapphires 
and pearls, etc.) 

2. Works and objects of art, referred to in Items 1869 to 1873 of the Customs Tariff. 

(These include oil paintings, framed or not; works of sculpture in copper, alloys, iron, 

wood and marble.) 
3. Fancy goods and imitation jewellery, referred to in Items 1783 and 1784 of the Customs 
Tariff. 
(Includes costume jewellery, gilded or silver plated with parts made of tortoiseshell, ivory 
and mother of peari.) 
4. Articles not specified, made of amber, tortoiseshell, ivory, mother of pearl, coral or 
meerschaum, referred to in Items 1685, 1686, 1690 and 1691 of the Customs Tariff. 
5. Decorative articles, referred to in Item 1556 of the Customs Tariff. 
(This includes figurines, statues, flower pots and stands of clay, china and earthenware.) 
6. Watches of precious metals, referred to in Items 1788-90 of the Customs Tariff. 

(Includes pocket and wrist watches with brilliants or diamonds and with castings of 
platinum and gold whether inset or not with pearls and precious stones other than brilliants 
and diamonds and those of ordinary metals rolled or filled with precious metals.) 

7. Purs, processed or not, and articles made with them, included in items 1658A, 1658B, 
1681B to 1681F. 
8. Articles of linen, natural silk, nylon, rayon or other similar artificial fibres excluding yarns 
classified under item 273 and 276 and of cords of items 297A and 299A of the Customs 
Tariff. 
Clothing of linen and those which contain more than 80 per cent. of natural silk, nylon, 
rayon and other similar artificial fibres. 
Cloths referred to in items 338 to 340, 351 and 395 to 398 of the Customs Tariff. 
(Includes embroidered cloths and those of tulle and lace containing silk or embroidered 
with any kind of thread.) 
10. Tulle, lace, passementerie and ribbons, referred to in Items 413 to 417, 444 to 447, 463 to 
466 and 470 to 472 
(Includes all types even those containing silk.) 
11. Furniture classified under items 1281 and 1633 of the Customs Tariff. 

(Furniture of all kinds including those of cane and other similar fibres assembled or 
unassembled and including mirrors, marble tops, glass, etc.) but excluding cabinets for 
keeping tools when they are imported with the latter. 

12. Carpets classified under item 632 and tapestries and their imitations under item 665 of the 
Customs Tariff. 

13. Lamps, with the exception of those burning paraffin and petrol, and their accessories 
and spares. 

14. Flowers and artificial fruits. 

15, Radio receiving sets and tape recorders, referred to in Item 1823 of the Customs Tariff, 
except small table radio receivers, and portable battery receivers. 

16. Gramophone records, referred to in Item 1819 of the Customs Tariff. (Not blanks.) 

17. Penknives and razors with handles of ,tortoiseshell, ivory, mother of pearl, amber or 
meerschaum, referred to in Items 1265 and 1282 of the Customs Tariff. 

18. Household goods,of porcelain, glass or crystal specified under items 1522 to 1527, 1529 

to 1532, 1592, 1593, 1595, 1596. 

(The items mostly specify densities according to which the customs duties vary.) 

19. Vacuum cleaners, dust aspirators, their pieces and spares of any kind, referred to in Item 

1904 of the Customs Tariff. 

20. Wines, spirits and liquors, beers and ciders of Items 249 to 255 of the Customs Tariff, 

with the exception of whisky which is classified under item 252. 


21. Soft drinks specified under items 256, 256A and 257 of the Customs Tariff. 
22. Tobacco in leaf or processed, referred to in Items 183 and 260 to 264 of the Customs Tariff. 
23. Rouges, extracts, essences, toilet preparations and powders for the skin referred to in 


items 979, 979A, 979B, 1002, 1033 and 1035 of the Customs Tariff, excluding talcum 
powders and toilet or shaving soaps 

24. Photographic cameras, cine cameras and projectors, referred to in Items 1816 and 1855 
of the Customs Tariff, with the excertion of those intended for cinemas. 

25. Playing cards, referred to in Item 1748 of the Customs Tariff and articles used for games of 
chance. 

26. Mechanical toys with springs, clectric or steam movement, referred to in Item 1916 of the 
Customs Tariff. 


27. Motorcycles, motorscooters, etc., referred to in Item 1489 of the Customs Tariff. 


Certain amendments are worthy of particular note, they are as 
follows: 
1. Item 7 now omits processed or unprocessed rabbit, goat, angora and hare fur and skins 
as well as sheep skins. 

2. Item 8 now excludes linen and silk single stranded yarns for knitting as well as cords 
included under items 297A and 299A of the Customs Tariff. Linen clothing is still 
considered as a luxury item but clothing of nylon, natural silk, rayon and other similar 
artificial fibres is only classified as luxury goods if containing more than 80 per cent. 
of these materials. 

3. Item 11 of the old list (goods containing silk) has been omitted. 

4. New item 11 excludes tool cabinets as luxury goods when they are imported complete with 
tools. 

S. Item 12 (old item 13) now excludes hemp, cotton, hair, coarse wool and twisted wool 


carpets. 

6. Item 14 of the old list (refrigerators of more than 10 cubic feet capacity) has been omitted. 

7. Item 15 (old item 17) now excludes portable battery radios. 

8. Item 18 (old item 20) excludes light-weight glassware classified under Items 1591 and 
1594 of the Customs Tariff. 

9. Item 21 (old item 23) now excludes fruit juices, and concentrates, sweetened or unsweetened 
classified under Tariff items 258 and 259 

0. Item 23 (old item 25) now excludes toilet and shaving soaps classified under Tariff item 
1137 and talcum powders. 

11. Old Item 28 (sensitized unexposed films and plates) has been omitted.

Notice of Major Tariff Changes 


ON JuLy 31, the Libyan Director-General of Customs announced 

sweeping changes in the Tariff, to take effect from August 1, with the 

declared object of benefiting the national economy and the public 

interest, in particular by encouraging Libyan agriculture and industry. 
Broadly, the alterations are as follows: 


A. Increases in Import Duty on: 

(1) Cut flowers, potatoes, dates, fruit, pepper and oil seeds; 

(2) Lard, tallow, margarine; 

(3) Preserved fish, confectionery and sugar products, cocoa, chocolate, 
flour extracts, biscuits, preserved fruit, jam, fruit juice, mineral 
waters, wine; 

(4) Petrol and motor oil; 

(5) Finished and semi-finished products, including developed film, 
polishes, wicks, rubber goods, furniture, playing cards, tarbooshes, 
umbrellas, stoves, glassware (except medical and scientific), alu- 
miniumware, radios, television sets, gramophones, other electrical 
apparatus, passenger motor cars, motor bicycles and accessories, 
gramophone records, prams, dolls and toys; 

B. Reductions in Import Duty on: 

(1) Certain imported raw materials; 

(2) Miscellaneous goods, including hides, medical and scientific glass- 
ware, precious stones, gold, silver and platinum, jewellery, cigarette 
lighters, public and commercial transport vehicles, ambulances, 
hearses, fire engines, sports goods; 


C. Increased Export Duty on Sponges.
